ANNEXURES 

I. After Bye-law 131, the following new Bye-law shall 
be added as Bye-law 131A, namely : — 

“131A. In case a maximum and/or a minimum 
rate or rates are fixed under these Bye-laws for the 
purpose of trading in the delivery concerned and 
such rate or rates arc in force on the due date, then 
the due date rate shall not be fixed higher than the 
maximum rate or lower than the minimum rate.” 

II. In Bye-law 297A — 

(i) For clause (b), the following shall be substituted, 
namely : — 

“If the seller does not issue delivery order for 
the fulfilment of his outstanding sale transactions by 
the last tender day of the delivery period, the seller 
shall pay damages equivalent to the difference between 
the rate of the previous clearing or the rate of the 
contract (whichever is applicable) and the due date 
rate provided such rate is higher than the rate of the 
previous clearing or the rate of the contract. The 
seller shall also pay penalty as prescribed in Bye-law 
182 provided the amounts so prescribed do not exceed 
the amount equivalent to the difference between the 
due date rate and the maximum rate fixed. In case 
the amounts of penalty prescribed under Bye-law 
182 exceed the difference between the due date rate 
and the maximum rate fixed, the penalty payable 
shall be equivalent to the difference between the 
due date rate and the maximum rate fixed. 

If the seller has issued delivery order without 
any goods to tender against the same or the seller 
or his Muccadam or his agent does not give delivery 
of the goods, the buyer shall act in accordance with 
other Bye-laws and shall be entitled to a penalty of 
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Rs. 10 per 250 Kgs. in respect of groundnut, castor- 
seed and linseed and Rs. 4.00 per 250 Kgs. in respect 
of Cottonseed.” 

After Bye-law 297A, the following new Bye-law shall bo 

added as Bye-law 297B viz., 

By-law 297 B. 

“For the purpose of April 1964 and subsequent 
deliveries of hedgo contracts in Groundnut and 
Cottonseed and June ’64 and subsequent deliveries 
of hedge contracts in Castorseeds and Linseed the 
Byc-law 297 A as amended by tire Board of Directors 
at its meeting on 14th November 1963 and approved 
by the Secretary, Forward Markets Commission shall 
be applicable and for the purpose of January *64 
hedge contracts in Groundnuts and Cottonseed and 
March ’64 hedge contracts in Castorsced and Linseed 
Bye-law 297A as it stood immediately before the 
date of approval by the Secretary, Forward Markets 
Commission shall be applicable.”

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Sheikh Memon Street. The Board shall however be 
entitled to determine that hedge trading in groundnut oil 
may also be done at the Trading Ring at Patwa Chawl, 
Sheikh Memon Street, reserved for hedge trading in 
groundnut cake instead of at the trading ring at Jenabai 
Building, Masjid Bunder Road, reserved for hedge trading 
in oilseeds and groundnut oil". 

Bye-law 269 shall be substituted by the following 

“The Board shall appoint every year a Committee which 
may be called the “Ring Committee” consisting of not 
more than ten members to supervise the general manage- 
ment of the Trading Ring or Rings. Three members 
shall form a quorum of this Committee”. 

Bye-law 272 shall be substituted by the following : — 

“In respect of Trading Ring at Jenabai Building, Masjid 
Bunder Road, every member shall be entitled, upon mak- 
Ag a written application to the Secretary in the prescribed 
form to five badges on payment of an annual fee of 
Rs. 3.00 per each badge and in exceptional circumstances 
the Ring Committee may with the previous sanction of the 
Board cause not more than seven badges to be issued 
to a member on payment of Rs. 250 each year for every 
badge exceeding five and in respect of Trading Ring at 
Patwa Chawl, Sheikh Memon Street to 3 badges on pay- 
ment of an annual fee of Rs. 3.00 per each badge and two 
additional badges on payment of an annual fee of Rs. 51.00 
per each additional badge.”
